In response to a world-wide canvass made last March 31st, 
our overseas posts ordered approximately 205 copies of the book, 
primarily for use in the libraries of our information centers. 

Another canvass made last May resulted in orders for approximately 
219 copies of the book for presentation to selected foreign officials 
and institutions. 



At present our overseas posts are being canvassed for 
expressions of interest in low price English and foreign language 
editions of the book. If, as expected, the demand is sufficient, we 
would encourage production of such editioi^s.
